1. Recovered Material , In order to expedite implementation of action 
taken by the DAR Council on 17 November 1978, the Council has instructed 
the Departments to distribute the following announcement: 

A new Part 25 (Incl 1) has been added to DAR Section I to implement 
the Solid Waste Disposal Act (P.L. 89-272) and OFPP Policy Letter 77-1. 
In advance of publication in a forthcoming Defense Acquisition Circular 
and effective immediately, solicitations which incorporate Government 
specifications requiring utilization of recovered materials shall 
include the new certification at 7-2003.82 (Incl 2). 

2. Stipulation Between the US and Westinghouse Electric Corporation . 

As a result of a stipulation entered into by the United States and 
Westinghouse Electric Corporation the following information should be 
communicated to all Department of the Army contracting officers: 

a. Westinghouse Electric Corporation, including its divisions and 
subsidiaries, has not been debarred under Executive Order 11246, and 
Westinghouse continues to be eligible to bid upon and receive Government 
contracts and subcontracts. 

b, Westinghouse products and services may continue to be used by 
Government contractors and subcontractors.

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DAR 1-2500 RECOVERED MATERIAL. 

1-2500.1 Scope . 

Thi§. part prescribes policies and procedures regarding the use of 
recovered materials. 

1-2500.2 Policy . 

The policy of the Government is to obtain items composed of the 
highest percentage of recovered materials practicable, consistent with 
maintaining a satisfactory level of competition. 

1-2500.3 General . 

Basic policy is provided in the Solid Waste Disposal Act (Public 
Law 89-272, October 20, 1965; 42 U.S.C. 3251 et. seq.) as amended by the 
Resource Conservation and Recovery Act of 1976 (Public Law 94-580, 
October 21, 1976; 42 U.S.C. 6901 et. seq.), and the Office of Federal 
Procurement Policy Letter Number 77-1. The legislation requires Execu- 
tive Agencies responsible for drafting or reviewing specifications to 
assure that Government specifications and standards (1) do not exclude 
the use of recovered materials, (2) do not require the item to be manu- 
factured from virgin materials, and (3) require the use of recovered 
materials to the maximum extent possible without jeopardizing the 
intended end use of the item. It also requires the Administrator, 
Environmental Protection Agency (EPA) to prepare guidelines setting 
forth information on the availability, sources, and potential uses of 
recovered materials and associated items, including solid waste manage- 
ment services and recovered materials to be used as fuel.

1-2500.4 Definition 

"Recovered material" means material which has been collected or 
recovered from solid waste. 

1-2500,5 Procedure . 

(a) These procedures are applicable to all acquisitions using 
Government specifications which require incorporation of specified 
minimum percentages of recovered materials. 

(b) Solicitations which incorporate government specifications 
requiring utilization of recovered materials shall include the 
certification in 7-2003.82. 
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(c) Requirements in Government specifications for use of recovered 
materials may be waived by the contracting officer only after a deter- 
mination that the items : 

(1) are not available within a reasonable period of time, 

(2) fail to meet performance standards set forth in specifi- 
cations, or 

(3) are available only at unreasonable prices. 
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7-2003.82 RECOVERED MATERIAL. 

The following certification shall be inserted in solicitations as 
required by 1-2500. 5(b): 

The Contractor certifies by signing this bid/proposal/quotation 
that recovered materials, as defined in DAR 1-2500.4, will be used as 
required by the applicable specifications.
